turbances preceding the present one 
since 1709. It has-been more or less 
active from time Immemorial. 
Us 


most destructive eruptions occurred 
in 1754 and continued for a period 
of six months, causing much loss of 
life and enormous destruction 
of 


property. 
There were less serious 


outbreaks In 1808 and 1873. 


In 
1769 Mount Mayon was In 


eruption for two months, destroying 
the towns of Cagsauaa. and Malinao, 
together with several villages. 
In 


1814 it. burst, forth again, dostroying 
five towns. 
Another eruption oc- 


curred in May, 1S97, when 400 per- 
sons lost their lives. The latest out- 
break, less severe, was in March, 
1900.

It is believed that many persons who 


use the emblem or the name of the 
Red Cross for advertising purposese do 
so in ignorance of the fact that such 
use is forbidden by law with penalties 
for 
violation 
which, 
in aggravated 


cases, may be a iine of $!iOO and im- 
prisonment for one year. 
The, scope 


of the law Is shown by tho following 
extract: 


"It shall be unlawful for any per- 


son, corporation or association othe 
than the American National Red Cross 
and its duly authorized employees an(" 
agents and the army and navy saul 
tary 
and 
hospital authorities of tlv 


United States, for the purpose nf Irad 
or as an advertisement to induce th 
sale or any article whatsoever, or to 
any business or charitnble purpose t 
use within the territory of the Unite 
States of America, and its exterior pos 
sessions the emblem of the Gree.k Re 
Cross on a white ground, or any slg 
or insignia made or colored In imita 
tion thereof, or of the 
words 
'Re 


Cross' or 'Geneva Cross.' or any com 
hination of these words." 


The United States has entered into a 


treaty with all the 
civilized 
govern- 


ments of the world to prevent the use 
of the emblem and name of the Red 
Cross except as above stated, and this 
law Is Intended as a means of comply- 
ing with the terms of the treaty. 


Already there are 
evidences that 


public sentiment is responding to this 
movement to respect the peculiar sig- 
nificance of the Red Cross to protect 
it against abuse. Thr American Medi- 
cal association, the American Hospital 
association and the Association of Mil- 
itary Surgeons h-ive put themselves on 
record in favor of the movement. Am- 
bulances In New York have given up 
the Red Cross nnd have adopted the 
green St. Andrew's cross Instead. The 
Retail druggists' association and the 
Master Barbers' have passed 
resolu- 


tions urging their members to refrain 
from the use of the symbol ot the. Red 
Cross. 
From many sources are coming pro- 


tests against the us" of this emblem, 
which means so much to the soldier 
on the battlefield nnd the sufferer In 
time of disaster, as an advertisement 
of such things as dynamite, sniisage 
casings, kindling wood, toilet 
paper, 


w.iphhonrds. stoves, shoes. 
mineral 


water, toothbrushes and the like. The 
otTlcers of the American Red Cross are 
hoping that the example of a great de- 
partment store In Los Angeles may be 
widely followed. The proprietor of this 
storo hns declined to carry In stock 
any article bearing the Red Cross as a 
trade-mark.

To carve and carve well is one of the 


fine arts of social accomplishments. No 
man's or woman's education Is com- 
plete without a thorough knowledge of 
its intricacies. For the man of family, 
where the real home table is still main- 
tained and the joint or fowl Is carved 
at table, It Is an economic necessity 
that he understand every branch of the 
art. 
Where the carving Is done In the 


kitchen, as in many modern house- 
holds, the waste and shrinkage Is In- 
finitely greater than by tho old-fash- 
ioned table service, and with the ad- 
vanced price of living this Is most dis- 
astrous to a not too plethoric pocket- 
book. 
The first requisite of the carver Is a 


knowledge of the anatomy of the fowl 
or joint that he Is about to dissect. 
The second is sharp and appropriate 
knives for the purpose and a platter 
in even- way adequate In size for the 
contents. 
He may then proceed with 


fairly high hopes of success. 


Simple Rules. 


The idea of this article is to prevent 


the student with a few simple rules in 
what might be called elementary carv- 
ing, simple enough for the beginner to 
apply practically. 


The art in carving a turkey Is to get 


as many fine slices from the breast as 
possible and to sever each joint at the 
proper point deftly and in the least 
ime possible, so that the guests do 
not grow Impatient and 
the other 


viands grow cold. 
If the turkey has 


been properly trusted and stuffed and 
roasted on its breast Instead of its 
back, so that all the- juices run into 
the white meat, it should present a 
plump and compact appearance when 
placed before the carved with its legs 
at his right hand. 
The carver places 


the fork -firmly and securely across tho 
top of the breast bone, so as to have 
complete control of the bird, and it 
should not be removed during the op- 
eration. He then severs the leg at the 
first joint: then deftly cuts out the 
second joint: then removes the wing 
at the shoulder joint eir.d that leaves 
the entire side ready for slicing. After 
as many slices as possible have been 
removed from the hreagt. narrow slices 
from each side of the space left after 
the removal of the second joint will 
give enough dark meat to serve a little 
to each, with a spoonful of 
stuffing 


which may be released by slitting the 
apron which may have been sewed 
carefully to retain the mixture from 
falling untidily Into 
the 
pan 
while 


rorfstlng. 


If the sinews have been properly re- 


moved from the legs by the butcher or 
the home cook, the legs arc proper to 
serve. Tho wing should be severed at 
the joint before serving, as It Is a hard 
Joint to manage on tho plate. 
TIl(1 


mc.it mny bp cut from the second joint 
before serving or served as a joint, ns 
the carvpr thinks best. Of course, re- 
moving the neck tino1 turning In the 
skin with a spoonful 
of 
stuffing In 


French fashion makrs the best looking 
blrrl when served and gives greater 
slicing facility. 


If both sides of tho turkey nrp to be 


used at the meal the carver nePil not 
remove tho fork, but simply turn the 
bird toward him and grnsp the fork 
with HIP back of the hand uppermost. 
Tho larger roasted chickens and ducks 
are curved in 
practically 
tho same 


manner, though the English method of 
carving tho duck is to tako as many 
slices from the brenst as possible, carv- 
ing upward from the wing joint before 
removing the wing. A tough fowl and 
an old goose are sad triers to a. carver's 
patience and skill aa well ns to his 
temper, but. If the usual rules are fol- 
lowed, these obstacles may be over- 
come with practice nnd perseverence. 


Lamb Carving. 


After poultry, perhaps lamh carving 


In Its various phases Is the next con- 
sideration In the list of carvers' diffi- 
culties. The leg Is perhaps more often 
met with as a popular family joint 
than the saddle, loin or shoulder: the 
forequarter Is a hit more complicated 
and requires a little more thought and 
manipulation on the part of the carver. 
The leg, carefully roasted, should be 
placed upon the dish with the leg bone 
at the carver's left hand. 
Place the 


carving fork a little to the left of the 
center, over the bone, to hold the meat 
firmly; then carve down the center, 
first to the right then to the left, loos- 
ening the meat from the bone by a 
sideways motion of the knife. Some- 
times the joint Is served with the un- 
der side uppermost, so that the fine 
grained piece known as the pope's eye 
may be easily found, but It. is not a 
general way of serving. The forequar- 
ter is a little more difficult to manage, 
for it is rather an art to separate the 
shoulder from the breast neatly so that 
the ribs may he readily reached. 


In pork carving, perhaps the greatest 


trial of the carver's skill is in carving 
the suckling pig, which is nnt as apt 
to be met with as the hams, both cured 
| and fresh, are. A few very simple di- 


rections may be sufficient. 


First loosen the shoulder by running 


the knife in a. circular way about the 
joint: then cut the leg in 
the same 


manner. This leaves the ribs free and 
then the task is easy, as all the meat 
is delicate and delicious. 


Veal Joints. 


Next are the popular veal 
joints, 


which, perhaps, are the least compli- 
cated of all. The snouldcr is usually 
honed, then stuffed, so to slice It is no 
trick at all. The loin, If the butcher 
knows his business, has been divided 
so that the joints of the bones are 
easily found, and with each 
portion 


serve a bit of the kidney and kidney 
fat that lies tindernea,th this cut. The 
carving of the breast of veal Is not 
dissimilar from that of the toreciuarter 
of lamb, the first thing being to remove 
the shoulder to reveal the ribs. 
The 


calf's head is rarely served on Amer- 
ican tables whole, but is usually In 
soup and mode dishes. 


In beef roasts and joinls the compli- 


cations are not serious for the inexperi- 
enced carver. 
He must, develop his 


quick Intuition and 
learn 
to dodge 


skewers. 
If they are the old wooden 


variety they are hard to pull out, but 
the silver or steel oiyes arc easily re- 
moved with the fork or the thumb nnrl 
first finger of the right, hand. A rolled 
ronst Is the rib roast with the ribs re- 
moved and the meat rolled, tied and 
skewered In place. 
The fat is scored 


so as to'let the meat roll properly, nnd 
It. Is simply carved by slicing across the 
top from right to left, holding it. firmly 
with the carving fork well placed low 
on the left side. 


The standing rib roast is carved 


passing thn knife slowly across the

He was unable to take 
it, and, at last, after a heroic fast of 
seventy-two hours, he preferred to pay 
the fine and the costs, and .was re- 
leased.

Politics Need Not Enter 


Into the Task This 


Session, 


Indianapolis. Jan. 30.—A far redis- 


trictins of the state for legislative 
purposes trill be arranged by the pres- 
ent legislature 
If the 
sentiment 
of 


Senator Harry E. Grube. of Plymouth, 
chairman of »the senate rea.pportion- 
ment committee is adopted by the gen- 
eral assembly. Senator Grube will can 
his committee together probably today 
to take tip the work of arranging the 
senatorial and representative districts 
in conformity with the voting ratio 
necessary to keep the number of the 
senate at fifty ana the members of the 
house at 100. 


Number Will Not Be Less. 


By the state constitution there muse 


not be more than fifty senators and 100 
representatives, but there may be less. 
There will not tie less, however, ac- 
cording to Senator Grube, but the 
shifting of population in the state 
since the last apportionment will re- 
quire many changes. 


"Politics" says Senator Grube "will 


not enter into the rrdlstrictlng of th? 
state. We have a republican supreme 
court that would Invalidate an unfair 
apportionment nnd there Is no dispo- 
sition to do so at any rate. Yet, It Is 
true that the last apportionment was 
very strongly favorable to the republi- 
cans but the shifting of the popula- 
tion has been such as to render tht 
Gerrymander Ineffective, as the pres- 
ent democratic legislature bears wit- 


Duty Was Delayed. 


"The apportionment should be made 


every six years and now we are called 
to act on what was the duty of the 
legislature of 1909. For that reason 
we are making a reapportlonment for 
the next four years Instead of thr 
next six and the old one will have 
stood for eight years." 


The basis of the apportionment is 


one senator for every 14.905 voters In 
the state nnd one representative for 
every 7,453 voters. The state of In- 
diana Increased In population prac- 
tically seven per cent according to the 
last census while many cities grow 
much In excess of that rate. The gaa 
belt It pointed out by Senator Grube 
as a district that has lost In popula- 
tion, while Indianapolis iind others of 
the larger cities have grown till their 
representation 
Is far too low. 
Lnko 


county I« another district which Is on 
the Increase. 


Lleb Will Minings in the House. 


In the house the legislative reap- 


portlonment will be cared for by Rep- 
resentative Charles Lleb, of Spencer 
county, .ind he will call together his 
committee early In the week for the 
purpose of preparing the first plans 
on the bill. 


A caucus, possibly of the majority of 


both houses, will bo held on the ap 
portlonment question. It Is the desire 
of somo of the members of the com- 
mittees to havt the caucus for the 
purpose of Retting a general Idea of 
the wishes of the 
p.-irty but It Is 


thought that nctlon will not be taken 
till at least a tentative arrangement 
has been agreed upon In committee. 


Bill for 75 Cent Gas. 


Senator. Will R. Carleton, of Evans- 


vllle, who is conducting the light for 75 
cent gas for his city, will offer the ar- 
guments for the bill to the senate com- 
mittee this week. 
He Is having sta- 


tistics prepared at Terre Haute and 
Evansvllle to show that gas can be 
made, as he contends, at a profit for 
75 cents per thousand feet. He is en- 
couraged by the fact that a 60 cent gas 
bill passed the senate at the last ses- 
sion on a fight made by Senator Edgar 
Durre. 


It has been suggested by some oC 


the members of the senate that no cor- 
poration can hold a perpetual franchise 
and that the best method of settling 
the flght between the Bvansvllle com 
pany and the consumers is to file a 
case for the setting aside of the pres- 
ent franchise, claimed by the company 
to be perpetual, and carry it to a de- 
cision. It is pointed out that In case 
the present franchise Is set aside. It 
•would then be possible for the city

New Banking Laws. 


Two hills separating banks and trust 


companies nnd banks and building anil 
loan associations have been Introduced 
In the senate and thoir context has 
been the subject of a grent deal of 
discussion In financial circles. accord- 
Ing to a prominent banker In Inillnn- 
apolis. 


The bills amend the general banking 


laws of the state and wero offered by 
Senators Warren A. Hauck, of Lnw- 
rencohurjET. nnd Jacob G. Lumont. of 
MunthiKton. The H.-uick bill Is frnmocl 
to prevent a trvtut company or n prl- j 
vote bank from engaging In business j 
In the Hamo room with a bank of dis- 
count, or from occupying n room adja- 
cent to a bar.k If thorp Is a door or 
passageway connecting the two. 


The J.nmont bill offers the same re- 


strictions upon building nnd loan com- 
panies and banks nnd it Is said by the 
friends of the measures that they are 
offered fur the further safety or de- 
positors. 


Stato Bank Reserves. 


A provision of the Hauck bill that 


has aroused comment Is that which re- 
quires a state bank to hold in reserve 
15 per cent of Its deposits. Just as is 
required now of a national bank, and 
compelling a trust company to keep a 
reserve of 10 per cent. It was pointed 
out by Indianapolis bankers that under 
the present law a trust company could 
loan out Its money without a reserve 
being held in the Institution and the 
opponents of such a system say that 
there Is not sufficient protection for 
the. depositor. 


The jfrust company representatives 


contend that although the laws have 
been less stringent with respect to 
their companies than toward the banks, 
there has never been a failure in the 
state and not a cent o£ money has been 
lost by a depositor, while the laws sur- 
rounding state and national banking 
have not prevented frequent 
failure. 


They are therefore opposed to the 
legislation. 


Must Keep 20 Per Cent Reserve.

Further provisions of the Hauck bill 


are that if a hnnk pays more than 3 
per cent on time deposits, a reserve of 
20 per cent must be retained and if a 
state bank offers more than 3 per cent 
the reserve shall be 25 per cent, the 
same as a lega.l reserve must have.

WATER WITCH IN OKLAHOMA. 


Triumph of the Forked Twig Amazes 


State University Scientists. 


(Norman (Okla.) correspondence. New 


York Sun.) 


As the seat of Oklahoma State Uni- 


versity, this town naturally regards it- 
sell as the center of science and lit- 
erature in Oklahoma, and 
yet 
the 


source of its public water supply was 
discovered by a water witch, to whose 
heirs the municipality Is bound by con- 
tract to pay for ten years a royalty of 
6 cents for each 1,000 gallons of water 
consumed by the town. The heirs of 
the water witch arc now getting slight- 
ly more than $15 a day In royalties. 


When Norman first planned a public 


water supply wells were sunk, but the 
maximum capacity could'not be In- 
creased beyond 25,000 gallons a day. 
The o.ual!ty of the water was so bad 
and tho supply so small that appar- 
ently the only means of relief was to 
pipe water from the. South Canadian 
river at great cost. 


On a homestead farm near Norman 


lived O. L. Abbott, who was a firm be- 
llvere In the' efficacy of the forked 
branch of witch hazel. He offered to 
provide a, dally supply of good water 
the minimum to be not, less than 100.- 
000 gallons and tho maximum as much 
as SOO.OOO, if the town would pay him 
a royalty of B cents on each 1.000 gal- 
lons, used for ten years. 
Abbott was

veils and to give the wells to the town 
at tho expiration of his contract. 


Norman smiled

Abbott in-

and radiant, like the three youths conversing in the 
fiery furnace. 
In the brief period allotted them before bedtime, 


they must needs live fast. The boy grew at an ex- 
traordinary rate and in an extraordinary manner, for 
sometimes Rurtd performed for him that feat which 
God Himself seems not to achieve In His world; he 
turned back time and brought on yesterday again, or 
reverted the year before last, as a reaper may pause 
and return to glean some sheaf overlooked before. 


For instance, Eric was already a strapping lad ot 


seven spinning through school at a rate that would 
have given brain fever to a less gifted youngster, 
when, one day. Farmer Stebbia* came to the Em- 
porium with a" four-year-old chub of a son who ran in 
ahead of his father, kicked his shoes In opposite 


The father, after a formulaic pretense of reproving 


the lad. explained: 
"We'll have to excuse him, Rudd; It's his first pair 


of boots." 
Rudd's heart was sore within him. and he was op- 


pressed with guilt. 
He had never bought Eric his 


first pair of brass-toed boots! And he a shoe clerk! 


So that night Erie had to be reducer! several years, 


brought out of school, and taken to St. Louis. Rudd 
knew what an epoch-ranking event this was, and he 
wanted Eric to select from a larger stock than the 
menger and out-of-date supply of Kittrodge's Em- 
porium—though this admission was only for Rudd's 
own family. The thumb screw could not have wrung 
it from him for the public. 


There was n similar mix-up about Eric's first long

The prices of rooms, of meals, of books, of extra 


fees, the estimated allowances for clothing and spend- 
ing money dazed the poor shoe clerk, and nearly sent 
Eric into business. But, fortunately, the briar pipe 
came to the rescue with an unexpected legncy from 
an unsuspected uncle. 


The four years of college life were imagined with 


a good deal of elision and an amount of guesswork 
that would have amused a janitor. 
But. Rudd and

knowledge; his dream is his own triumph nnd tho 
greater for being bis secret 


The Fates seemed to go out of their way to be croc! 


to Will Rudd, but he beat, them at their own game. 
Clotho, Lachesis and Alropos kept Jupiter himself In 
awe of tbelr shears, nnd the old Noras, Urdur, Ver- 
dandl nnd Skuld, ruined Wotan's power and his glory. 
But they could not touch the shoe clerk. They shat- 
tered his little scheme ot things to bits, hut he rebuilt 
It nearer to ills heart's desire. He spread a sky about 
his pipe planet and ruled his little universe like a 
tribal god. He, nlone of all men, had won the oldest, 
vainest prayer that was ever said or sung: "O God.

family. 
It is one of the handsomest shafts in the 


cemetery. 
If Rudfl could brag of anything he would 


brag of that. The inscription took a long time to 
write. 
You could tell that by its simplicity. And 


you might notice the blank space left for his own 
name when nil three shall be together again. 


Rudrl is now saving a third fund against the en- 


croaching time wlK.n he shall be too feeble to get up 
from his knees nfter he has dropped upon them to 
unlnce somebody's sandal. 
Lonely old orphans Ilka 


Rudd must provide their own pensions. There is a 
will, however, which bequeaths whatever is left of his 
funds to an orphan home. Being a sonless father, he 
thinks of the sons who have no fathers to do for them 
what he was so fain to do for his. It la not. a large 
fund for these days when rich men toss millions as 
tips to posterity, but it is pretty good for a shoe clerk. 
And it will menu everything to some Eric that gets 
himself really born.
